Tefal  number  of  patients  admitted  since  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital 

in  1802,  37,059. 
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The  number  of  patients  admitted  into  the  Hospital  during  1863,  was 
2,1 10.  This  number  was  589  less  than  that  for  the  year  immediatety 
preceding ;  but  with  this  exception,  exceeded  the  largest  number 
admitted  in  any  previous  year  of  the  Hospital’s  history,  by  349. 

Of  the  2,110  patients,  969  were  males,  and  1,141  females.  In  the 
year  1862,  the  males  exceeded  the  females,  but  throughout  the  whole 
of  1863,  there  was  a  preponderance  of  female  patients. 

January,  October,  November,  and  December,  were  the  months  in 
which  most  patients  were  admitted.  The  number  of  admissions,  which 
in  January,  amounted  to  203,  gradually  fell,  until  in  June  it  did  not 
exceed  89.  After  this,  it  again  increased ;  in  September,  the  increase 
became  rapid ;  and  in  the  month  of  November,  the  unprecedented 
number  of  316  patients  were  admitted — a  number  almost  equalling  the 
admissions  for  the  entire  year  1860. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  for  the  whole 
year  was  119.  The  lowest  average  for  anyone  month,  was  64  in 
August,  and  the  highest,  was  189  in  November.  The  smallest  number 
of  patients  in  Hospital  in  one  day,  was  56  on  the  22nd  of  June;  the 
largest,  was  218  on  the  28th  of  November.  In  no  previous  year, 
has  the  number  of  patients  in  Hospital  on  one  day,  exceeded  172. 

Of  the  2110  patients  admitted  during  the  past  year,  1841  were 
suffering  from  fever  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term,  while  in  269,  the 
febrile  symptoms  were  the  result  of  local  disease.

As  in  former  years,  typhus  fever  has  been  the  disease,  upon  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  which  the  varying  number  of  admissions  during  1863  has 
mainly  depended.  The  small  number  of  admissions  into  the  Hospital 
in  the  years  1858-61,  and  the  unprecedented  numbers  in  the  two  last 
years,  have  been  due  to  the  almost  complete  absence  of  typhus  in  the 
former  case,  and  to  its  great  prevalence  in  the  latter.  In  the  year  1858, 
the  number  of  patients  admitted  with  typhus  was  15,  and  during  seven 
months,  only  one  case  was  observed;  but  in  the  years  1862  and  1863, 
the  typhus  admissions  numbered  1827  and  1319.  The  epidemic  of 
typhus  which  commenced  in  December  1861,  and  raged  throughout 
1862,  still  continues.  In  the  summer  of  1863,  it  subsided  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  lead  one  to  hope  that  it  was  about  to  pass  away,  but  late 
in  the  autumn  it  again  rapidly  increased.  The  typhus  admissions  which 
in  January  were  123,  fell  in  June  to  43,  but  rose  in  November  to  244. 
In  the  last- meh tinned  month  also,  a  considerable  number  of  typhus 
patients  were  refused  admission  for  want  of  room.  The  epidemic  is 
still  confined  to  the  poorest  class  of  the  population.  A  very  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  patients  suffering  from  typhus,  admitted  during  last  year, 
had  been  out  of  employment  and  in  a  very  destitute  state  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  time  prior  to  their  attack.  Many  of  them  had  only  come  to 
London,  from  different  parts  of  the  country,  in  search  of  work,  shortly 
before  their  illness.  There  was  no  evidence,  however,  that  they  had 
imported  the  fever  into  London.  Of  the  1319  cases,  only  35  were 
natives  of  Ireland ;  all  but  4  of  the  35,  had  resided  in  London  more 
than  three  months  before  their  illness,  and  none  were  taken  ill  before 
their  arrival.  At  the  commencement  of  the  epidemic,  there  was  a 
great  preponderance  of  male,  over  female  typhus  patients.  Thus,  up 
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to  end  of  June  18G2,  there  were  669  males  to  461  females;  but  since 
then  the  proportion  has  been  reversed,  and  during  the  year  1863,  581 
males  and  738  females  were  admitted.  The  localities  of  the  metropolis, 
whence  the  typhus  patients  were  derived,  were  the  poorest  and  most 
densely  crowded.  Thus,  of  the  56  districts  into  which  London  is 
divided,  Bermondsey  furnishes  160  cases;  Lambeth,  159  ;  St.  George’ s- 
in-the-East,  140  ;  Rotherhithe,  94  ;  the  poorer  parts  of  Marylebone,  78  ; 
City  of  London,  60;  St.  Pancras,  54;  and  Greenwich,  51.  On  the 
other  hand,  Hampstead  supplied  only  one  case,  and  St.  George’s, 
Hanover  Square,  none,  although  examples  of  other  forms  of  fever  were 
derived  from  both  of  these  parishes.  The  great  increase  of  typhus  to¬ 
wards  the  end  of  the  year,  was  most  marked  in  the  southern  and  eastern 
divisions  of  the  metropolis.  Thus,  of  605  typhus  patients,  admitted 
during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  440  were  brought  from  these 
two  divisions,  and  no  fewer  than  275  from  the  three  parishes  of 
Lambeth,  Bermondsey,  and  Rotherhithe. 

Ho  instance  of  relapsing  fever  has  been  observed  at  the  Hospital 
during  the  present  epidemic.  Indeed,  no  patient  suffering  from  this 
fever  has  been  admitted  since  1854. 

Enteric  or  pythogenic  fever  has  constituted  no  part  of  the  present  epi¬ 
demic.  It  differs  from  typhus  and  relapsing  fever  in  being  in  London  an 
endemic,  rather  than  an  epidemic,  disease.  The  number  of  cases  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  past  year  was  172,  or  8  less  than  that  admitted  in  1858, 
when  the  typhus  admissions  did  not  exceed  15.  The  number,  in  fact, 
for  1863  corresponded  with  the  average  of  the  preceding  fifteen  years, 
which  was  176.  During  the  last  sixteen  years,  the  annual  number  of 
admissions  of  enteric  fever  has  never  exceeded  234,  and  with  one  excep¬ 
tion,  accounted  for  in  the  Report  for  .  1861,  has  not  been  less  than  137. 
As  on  former  occasions,  many  of  the  patients  admitted  with  enteric  fever 
in  1863  were  servants  in  private  families,  or  had  been  in  comfortable  cir¬ 
cumstances  prior  to  their  attack.  The  numbers  of  males  and  females  were 
equal.  As  in  former  years,  so  in  1863,  the  largest  number  of  enteric  cases 
was  admitted  in  autumn  ;  the  increase,  however,  was  less  marked  than 
usual,  as  several  cases  were  no  doubtexcluded,  owing  to  the  urgent  demands 
lor  the  admission  of  patients  suffering  from  typhus.  The  diminution  of 
the  enteric  cases  in  the  spring  months  was  also  less  marked  than  usual. 
This  circumstance  accorded  with  the  general  experience  of  the  country, 
and  was  attributed  to  the  remarkable  mildness  of  the  winter  of  1862-3. 
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The  cases  registered  under  the  head  of  simple  continual  fever,  or 
febricula,  were  unusually  few.  They  did  not  exceed  44. 

During  the  past  year,  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  unequalled  for 
upwards  of  twenty  years,  prevailed  in  the  metropolis ,  and  throughout 
England.  Accordingly  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  admitted 
into  the  Hospital,  was  considerably  greater  than  in  any  former  year.  It 
amounted  to  268. 

Small-pox  was  also  very  prevalent  in  1863,  and  no  fewer  than  25 
cases,  in  addition  to  many  others  sent  away  from  the  gates,  were  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  Eever  Hospital,  as  examples  of  “  fever.”  Most  of  them 
were  at  once  removed  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital ;  but  owing  to  the 
crowded  state  of  the  latter  Institution,  a  few  had  to  be  treated  in  the 
isolated  wards  of  the  Fever  Hospital.  As  soon  as  the  first  cases 
declared  themselves,  all  of  the  nurses  in  the  establishment  were  at  once 
vaccinated;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  add,  that  only  one  contracted  the 
disease  in  a  very  mild  form.  Seven  patients,  however,  caught  small¬ 
pox  in  the  Hospital. 

The  patients,  whose  diseases  were  not  true  fever,  were  mainly 
suffering  from  pneumonia  (53  cases),  pleurisy  (22),  bronchitis  (19), 
rheumatism  (23),  phthisis  (20),  acute  tuberculosis  (13),  quinsy  (10), 
and  disease  of  the  kidneys  (9).  Eight  patients  were  admitted  with 
erysipelas,  and  in  22  the  sole  complaint  appeared  to  be  debility  conse¬ 
quent  upon  poor  living, 

Of  the  total  number  of  patients,  127  were  domestic  servants,  or 
policemen,  for  whom  an  admission  fee  was  paid ;  70  were  admitted  free ; 
and  1913  by  parish  orders.  Of  the  typhus  patients,  most  were  ad¬ 
mitted  by  parish  orders,  and  the  proportion  paid  for  did  not  amount  to  1 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  number.  Of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever,  12*2  per 
cent,  were  paid  for;  and  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  as  many  as  25*74 
per  cent. 

In  most  of  the  cases  of  true  fever,  the  characteristic  eruptions  were 
noticed  upon  the  skin.  That  of  scarlet  fever  was  rarely  absent ;  that 
of  typhus  was  present  in  1278  out  of  1319  cases,  or  in  96*9  per  cent.  ; 
and  that  of  enteric  fever  in  152  out  of  172  cases,  or  in  88*4  per  cent. 
In  many  of  the  cases  where  the  eruption  was  not  discovered,  it  had 
probably  disappeared  before  the  patient’s  admission.  Of  the  cases  of 
typhus,  162,  were  complicated  with  pulmonary  disease  ;  22,  with  parotid 
swellings;  13,  with  convulsions;  11,  with  bed-sores;  8,  with  erysipelas; 
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and  10,  with  diarrhoea.  Oi‘  the  enteric  cases,  27  were  complicated  with 
pulmonary  disease;  8,  with  haemorrhage  from  the  bowels ;  3,  with  per¬ 
foration  of  the  bowel  and  peritonitis;  1,  with  jaundice  ;  1,  with  diph¬ 
theria;  1,  with  purpura;  1,  with  phlebitis;  and  in  5  there  was  a 
relapse  of  all  the  symptoms,  with  fresh  eruption. 

Of  the  total  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital,  2051  were  under 
treatment  until  the  termination  of  their  illness,  and  of  this  number 
331  died,  or  the  rate  of  mortality  was  16-13  per  cent.  This  is  a 
smaller  rate  of  mortality  than  in  any  of  the  preceding  eight  years. 
Of  the  fatal  cases,  moreover,  42  were  moribund  on  admission,  death 
occurring  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  46  others  died  within  forty- 
eight  hours  of  admission.  Deducting  these  88  cases,  the  rate  of 
mortality  among  the  patients  fairly  under  treatment,  is  reduced  to 
12-37  per  cent. 

Of  1479  cases  of  typhus,  enteric  fever  and  febricula,  commonly 
grouped  together  under  the  designation  of  “continued  fever,”  227, 
or  15*34  per  cent.,  died.  Deducting  24  cases,  fatal  within  twenty-four 
hours,  and  30  other  cases,  fatal  within  forty- eight  hours,  the  rate  of 
mortality  was  only  12-14  per  cent. 

Of  1267  cases  of  typhus  alone,  203  proved  fatal,  or  16-02  per  cent. 
Among  the  female  patients,  the  mortality  was  only  14'5  per  cent ;  among 
the  males,  it  was  1 7*8  per  cent.  Deducting  23  cases,  fatal  within  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  28  other  cases,  fatal  within  forty-eight  hours  of  admission, 
the  mortalit}"  was  only  12-5  per  cent.  These  results  are  considerably  be¬ 
low  the  average  of  preceding  years.  During  the  sixteen  years,  that  typhus 
has  been  distinguished  from  other  fevers  in  the  records  of  the  Hospital, 
the  rate  of  mortality  has  never  been  so  small,  except  in  the  two  years  1851 
and  1852,  when  the  cases  were  mild  and  very  few  in  number.  In  the 
other  years,  the  mortality  has  never  been  less  than  18-5  per  cent.  The 
results  of  last  year  in  the  treatment  of  typhus,  will  contrast  favourably 
with  those  of  any  other  hospital  in  the  metropolis.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  also,  that  advanced  age  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  causes,  pre¬ 
disposing  to  a  fatal  termination  in  typhus,  and  that  the  proportion  of 
aged  patients  is  far  larger  in  the  London  Lever  Hospital,  than  in  most 
other  hospitals.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  mortality  from  typhus, 
under  twenty  years  of  age,  is  less  than  5  per  cent,  but  that  above  fifty, 
it  is  upwards  of  50  per  cent.  Now  of  the  203  patients,  who  died  of 
typhus  in  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  134  were  upwards  of  forty, 
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81  above  fifty,  35  above  60;  and  8  above  seventy.  Of  the  fatal  cases 
also,  upwards  of  70  were  complicated  with  pulmonary  disease;  11 
with  convulsions,  and  10  with  parotid  swellings. 

Of  169  cases  of  enteric  fever,  24  proved  fatal,  or  the  mortality  was 
14'2  per  cent.  Among  the  male  patients  (21 '6  per  bent.)  the  mortality 
was  almost  double  what  it  was  among  the  females  (1 1’ 76  per  cent). 
Deducting  1  case  fatal  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  2  others,  fatal 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  admission,  the  rate  of  mortality  for  both 
sexes  was  only  12‘65  per  cent.  This  result  was  also  considerably 
below  the  average  of  former  years.  In  3  of  the  fatal  cases,  death  was 
due  to  perforation  of  the  bowel  and  peritonitis,  in  3  to  haemorrhage 
from  the  bowels,  and  in  8  to  pulmonary  disease. 

The  mortality  from  scarlet  fever  was  unusually  large.  Out  of  257 
cases,  41  were  fatal,  or  the  mortality  was  15-95  per  cent.  Many  of 
the  cases,  however,  were  remarkable  for  their  severity.  .No  fewer 
than  10  of  the  patients  died  within  twenty-four  hours  of  admission, 
and  7  others  within  forty-eight  hours.  Deducting  these  17  cases,  the 
mortality  is  reduced  to  10  per  cent.  Of  the  41  fatal  cases  25  were 
examples  of  the  malignant  form  of  the  disease,  3  were  complicated 
with  purpura,  1  with  diphtheria,  1  with  erysipelas,  and  most  of  the 
remainder  with  abscesses  in  the  neck,  or  other  formidable  diseases. 

Of  297  cases,  which  -were  not  examples  of  true  fever,  62  died,  or  the 
’  mortality  was  20-8  per  cent.  Deducting  7  cases,  fatal  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  admission,  and  9  others,  fatal  within  forty- eight  hours, 
the  mortality  was  16*3  per  cent.  The  mortality  in  this  class  of  patients 
is  always  high  in  the  Pever  Hospital,  because  it  is  only  when  cases  of 
acute  local  disease  assume  a  severe  type,  that  they  are  liable  to  be 
mistaken  for  “fever,”  and  sent  to  the  Hospital.  Of  the  62  fatal  cases, 
moreover,  9  were  upwards  of  sixty  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  cases  of  fever,  contracted  in  the  Hospital  during  1863, 
was  considerably  less  than  in  the  year  preceding.  Out  of  92  attendants 
on  the  sick  (including  laundry-women),  either  permanent,  or  engaged 
at  different  times  during  the  year,  22  caught  typhus,  viz  : — the  resident 
medical  officer  and  3  gentlemen  who  acted  as  his  assistant,  the  head 
laundress,  16  nurses,  and  1  scrubber.  Of  the  patients,  4  contracted 
typhus  and  2  scarlet  fever.  Of  the  28  persons  who  caught  fever  in 
the  Hospital  23  recovered,  but  5  nurses  died  of  typhus. 

The  above  facts  might  seem  to  lend  some  support  to  the  views  of 
certain  sanitary  reformers,  who  maintain  that  all  cases  of  infectious 
disease  ought  to  distributed  through  the  wards  of  general  Hospitals,  and 
who  have  denounced  the  lever  Hospital  as  a  crime  against  humanity, 
and  a  disgrace  to  the  age  in  which  we  live.  It  is  expedient,  therefore, 
to  make  known  the  real  facts  of  the  case.  The  objections  urged  against 
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Fever  Hospitals  are  two,  viz: — 1,  that  the  concentration  of  the  poison 
increases  the  mortality  among  the  patients  themselves ;  and  2,  that  the 
concentration  of  the  poison  increases  the  danger  to  the  attendants.  The 
validity  of  these  objections  may  be  tested  by  comparing  the  results  of 
the  London  Fever  Hospital,  with  those  of  six  of  the  principal  general 
hospitals  in  the  metropolis. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  18G2,  1107  cases  of  true  typhus  were 
under  treatment  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital,  of  which  232  died,  or 
the  mortality  was  20-95  per  cent.  In  the  same  period,  343  cases  of 
typhus  were  under  treatment  in  six  of  the  general  hospitals  in  London, 
mentioned  below;  *  of  which  number,  80  died,  or  23-32  per  cent.  The 
1080  (1 107-27)  cases  admitted  into  the  Fever  Hospital,  communi¬ 
cated  the  disease  to  27  persons,  of  whom  8  died.  In  other  words,  only 
one  person  took  the  fever  for  every  40  admitted,  and  only  one  died  for 
every  135.  Lut  the  272  cases  admitted  into  the  six  general  hospitals, 
communicated  the  disease  to  71  persons,  of  whom  21  died ;  or  one  person 
caught  the  fever  for  every  3-8  cases  admitted,  and  one  life  was  lost  for 
every  12-9  cases  admitted.  It  appears  from  this,  that  the  objections 
raised  against  a  Fever  Hospital  with  thorough  ventilation,  however 
plausible  in  theory,  are  not  justified  by  facts,  and  that  a  given  number 
of  typhus  patients  can  be  treated  on  the  plan  of  isolation,  with  equal 
advantage  to  themselves,  and  with  far  less  danger  to  the  attendants 
and  other  patients,  than  in  the  wards  of  a  general  hospital.  It  may 
fairly  be  asked,  what  would  have  been  the  effect  if  there  had  been  no 
Fever  Hospital  in  London,  and  if  the  3146  cases  of  contagious  typhus 
admitted  into  it  during  the  last  two  years,  had  been  distributed  through 
the  general  hospitals,  in  addition  to  the  few  hundreds  actually  treated 
in  them  ?  It  may  be  mentioned,  that  since  the  above  comparison  was 
made,  typhus  fever  has  spread  to  an  alarming  extent  in  four  at  least  of 
the  general  hospitals  of  the  metropolis,  immediately  after  the  admission 
of  two  or  three  cases. 

It  was  formerly  the  custom  to  make  no  separation  between  the 
patients  suffering  from  different  diseases  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  but 
owing  to  the  frequency  with  which  patients  contracted  other  diseases 
than  those  for  which  they  were  admitted,  the  plan  has  been  adopted 
of  isolating  in  separate  wards  the  typhus  and  scarlatina  patients,  from 
the  other  patients,  and  from  one  another.  The  result  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  Instances  are  now  extremely  rare  of  patients  contracting 
either  typhus  or  scarlet  fever  ;  it  is  a  remarkable  fact,  that  out  of  659 
patients,  admitted  into  the  Hospital  during  the  last  two  years,  suffering 

*  The  six  hospitals  were  St.  Bartholomew’s,  Guy’s,  St.  Thomas’s,  Middlesex,  St. 
Mary’s,  and  the  German  Hospital.  The  details  have  been  published  elsewhere  by  one 
of  the  physicians  of  the  Hospital,  who  conducted  the  investigation. 
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from  acute  diseases  of  a  local  nature,  only  4  have  been  seized  with 
typhus  or  scarlet  fever  in  the  Institution. 

The  erection  of  a  shed  for  ventilating  the  patients’  clothes,  and  of  a  hot¬ 
air  press  for  subjecting  them  to  the  disinfecting  power  of  a  high  tempe¬ 
rature  are  also  deserving  of  notice.  The  carriage  for  the  conveyance  ot 
fever-patients,  which  was  provided  some  years  ago,  is  in  frequent  requisi¬ 
tion.  The  Committee  have  reason  to  believe,  that  it  has  been  the  means, 
in  many  instances,  of  preventing  the  employment  of  street-cabs  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious  diseases.  The  carriage 
can  be  sent  to  any  part  of  London,  on  communicating  with  the  authori¬ 
ties  at  the  Hospital,  by  telegraph  or  otherwise. 

The  Committee  invite  the  particular  attention  of  the  public,  to  the 
erection  of  a  temporary  building  in  the  Hospital  grounds,  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  sixty  additional  patients.  Early  in  October,  the  physicians 
brought  under  their  notice  the  great  and  sudden  increase  in  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  typhus  fever,  and  as  the  epidemic  was  likely  to  continue  and  in¬ 
crease  throughout  the  winter,  urged  the  expediency  of  providing  extra 
accommodation.  Before  the  end  of  the  month  the  Hospital  was  filled 
to  overflowing,  and  several  patients  were  refused  admission  for  want  of 
room.  After  some  deliberation,  it  was  accordingly  resolved  to  erect  the 
building  in  question,  which  was  commenced  on  the  16th  of  November, 
and  is  now  in  full  operation.  While  it  is  satisfactory  to  reflect,  that 
this  step  has  probably  been  the  means,  in  many  instances,  of  arresting 
the  progress  of  the  epidemic ;  the  Committee  have  substantial  reasons 
for  believing  that  it  has  met  with  general  approbation,  and  has  helped 
to  raise  the  Hospital  greatly  in  public  estimation.  Through  the  able 
advocacy  of  the  Times  and  Daily  Telegraph  newspapers,  the  appeal  for 
assistance  in  this  undertaking  was  at  once  responded  to,  and  in  the  short 
space  of  three  months,  the  sum  of  £2,800  was  subscribed,  the  list  being 
headed  by  a  liberal  donation  from  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen. 

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  announcing,  that  H.  K.  H. 
The  Prince  of  Wales  has  graciously  consented  to  become  the  Patron  of 
the  Institution,  in  room  of  his  lamented  father. 

During  the  last  year,  Dr.  Heed  resigned  the  post  of  resident 
medical  officer,  after  a  service  of  four  years,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
Jeaffreson.  Mrs.  Pedgrift  has  been  elected  matron  in  the  room  of  Mrs. 
Hansard  ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  add,  that  the  nursing  of  the 
Institution,  although  still  susceptible  of  improvement,  is  greatly  better 
than  it  was. 

In  the  spring  of  last  year  an  application  was  made  to  the  Master  of 
the  Bolls  to  permit  the  Hospital  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  the  Craven 
Charity,  which  was  founded  by  the  first  Lord  Craven,  for  establishing  a 
Pest  House  for  the  treatment  of  the  poor  suffering  from  Plague  in  the 
five  parishes  of  St.  Martin’s-in-the-Eields,  St.  George’s,  Hanover 
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Square,  St.  Paul’s,  Co  vent  Garden,  St.  Clement’s  Danes,  and  St.  James’s, 
Westminster.  The  estate  yields  at  present  £400  a-year,  and  in  two 
years  more  is  expected  to  yield  £000.  Communications  were  likewise 
made  to  the  several  parishes  in  question,  offering  to  place  a  certain 
number  of  beds  at  their  disposal,  in  consideration  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
the  estate  being  paid  to  the  Hospital.  Ho  reply  has  yet  been  received 
to  these  communications.  According  to  Lord  Craven’s  Will,  the  bequest 
was  to  be  devoted  for  ever  to  checking  the  progress  of  contagion  :  and, 
inasmuch  as  typhus  fever  is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  the  plague  of 
modern  times,  the  Fever  Hospital  appears  to  be  the  only  one  of  the 
existing  Charities  of  the  metropolis,  which  can  fulfil  the  objects  of 
the  trust. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  press  the  claims  of  the  Charity 
upon  the  attention  of  the  benevolent  public.  The  events  of  the  last 
two  years  prove  more  than  ever  that  a  Fever  Hospital  in  the  metropolis 
is  an  absolute  necessity,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a 
state  of  complete  efficiency,  whether  fever  be  epidemic  or  not.  Since  its 
foundation  in  1802,  37,059  patients  have  been  admitted  within  its  walls. 
By  the  prompt  removal  of  these  cases,  as  many  foci,  whence  contagious 
fever  would  have  spread,  have  been  extinguished,  while  the  sick  have 
been  placed  in  circumstances  more  favourable  to  their  recovery,  than 
could  have  been  procured  by  any  arrangement  at  their  own  homes. 
The  Fever  Hospital  offers  an  asylum  not  only  to  the  fever-stricken 
poor,  but  to  servants  in  private  families,  and  to  persons  employed  in 
large  mercantile  establishments,  and  thus  it  protects  every  class  of  the 
community  from  the  spread  of  contagion.  It  is  moreover,  the  only 
institution  in  the  metropolis  devoted  to  these  objects.  At  the  present 
moment  the  demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  Charity  are  extremely 
heavy.  While  deeply  grateful  for  the  liberal  assistance  which  has 
enabled  them  to  erect  additional  wards,  the  Committee  cannot  but  feel 
that  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  is  adding  greatly  to 
their  current  expenses.  They  therefore  earnestly  appeal  for  further 
aid  to  enable  them  to  meet  their  increased  expenditure,  and  to  carry  on 
the  important  functions  of  the  Hospital.  What  the  Hospital  is  most  in 
want  of  is  an  increased  number  of  annual  Subscribers.  It  will  scarcely 
be  credited  that  the  annual  subscriptions  to  an  institution,  which  is  the 
source  of  so  much  public  good,  do  not  amount  to  .£600,  and  that  they 
are  less  in  the  year  1863  than  they  were  in  1829,  although  an  annual 
Subscription  of  one  guinea  is  the  sole  qualification  for  becoming  a 
Governor  of  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  feel  confident  that  the  best 
remedy  for  their  impoverished  resources,  is  to  make  generally  known 
the  great  benefits  which  the  Hospital  confers  upon  all  classes  of  the 
public,  upon  the  rich  as  well  as  upon  the  poor.

Ifettiss  and  legislations. 


OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

1.  All  poor  persons  (not  being  parochial  paupers)  and  domestic 
servants  of  subscribers,  labouring  under  contagious  fever,  and  residing 
in  the  metropolis  or  its  neighbourhood,  shall  be  considered  proper 
objects  for  this  charity,  and  shall  be  admitted  gratuitously  according  to 
the  next  regulation.  Parochial  paupers,  domestic  servants  and  non-sub¬ 
scribers,  and  all  inmates  of  other  public  charities  (except  medical  hospi¬ 
tals),  shall  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  such  sum  for  each  patient  as 
the  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

2.  On  application  for  the  admission  of  any  patient  to  the  Hospital, 
notice  shall  be  immediately  given  to  the  resident  medical  officer,  and 
the  person  after  inspection  may  be  admitted  by  an  order  signed  by  him, 
or  on  a  Certificate  signed  by  any  physician,  surgeon,  or  apothecary, 
stating  the  disease  to  be  fever  of  a  contagious  nature ,  or  likely  to  become 
such.  The  order  or  certificate  shall  entitle  the  patient  to  admission, 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Rule  No.  1,  unless  the  case  shall 
be  deemed  an  improper  one  by  the  resident  medical  officer,  or  unless 
the  Hospital  shall  be  full. 

GOVERNORS. 

3.  All  subscribers  of  one  guinea  annually,  or  of  ten  guineas  in  one 
donation,  shall  be  governors  of  this  Hospital. 

GENE  UAL  MEETING  AND  ELECTION  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

4.  A  general  meeting  of  the  governors,  of  which  ten  days’  previous 
notice  must  be  given  in  three  morning  newspapers,  shall  be  held  every 
year,  on  the  second  Friday  in  February,  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be 
convenient,  for  the  purpose  of  approving  or  rescinding  the  proceedings 
of  the  Committee  for  the  preceding  year;  for  receiving  an  annual 
report  of  the  state  of  the  funds ;  and  for  electing  a  president,  vice- 
presidents,  treasurer,  honorary  secretary,  and  other  members  of  the 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  At  all  meetings  connected  with  the 
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affairs  of  the  Hospital,  a  simple  majority  of  the  governors  present  and 
voting  shall  bind  the  minority  ;  and  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  the 
chairman  shall  have  an  additional  vote  or  casting  vote. 

5.  A  special  general  meeting  of  the  governors  may  at  any  time  be 
called,  by  direction  of  the  president  or  of  the  Committee ;  or  on  the 
requisition  of  any  twelve  governors,  provided  the  requisition  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  secretary,  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  is  sum¬ 
moned  be  published  in  three  morning  newspapers  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  next  meeting ;  but  the  proceedings  of  such  special  general 
meeting,  though  acted  upon  pro  tempore ,  shall  not  be  deemed  final, 
until  confirmed  by  another  general  meeting. 

6.  Ho  new  rule  or  law  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  any  existing  rule  or 
law  be  repealed  dr  altered,  until  determined  upon  at  a  general  meeting 
by  a  majority  of  governors  present  and  voting,  and  until  confirmed  at  a 
subsequent  general  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  presence  of  seven  governors  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum  at  general  meetings,  and  without  that  number  no  business 
shall  be  transacted. 

8.  At  the  annual  general  meeting,  a  Committee  for  the  management 
of  the  Institution  shall  be  elected,  consisting  of  the  president,  the  vice- 
presidents,  the  treasurer,  honorary  secretary,  and  twenty-four  other 
governors  :  four  of  which  governors  shall  not  have  been  members  of  the 
preceding  Committee.  They  shall  meet  on  the  last  Friday,  or  on  such 
other  day  of  every  mouth  as  the  Committee  may  appoint ;  and  three 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  meeting,  and  to  transact 
business.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  may  be  called  by  the 
direction  of  the  treasurer,  or  by  any  three  members  of  the  Committee, 
on  giving  at  least  three  days’  notice  of  the  same,  and  specifying  the 
business  for  which  it  is  called. 

9.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  sub-committees, 
whose  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  their  consideration;  they  shall 
elect  all  the  officers,  except  the  physicians  of  the  Hospital  and  the  hono¬ 
rary  secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  governors  at  large  ;  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  medical  officers,  shall  form  regulations  and 
by-laws  for  the  internal  management  of  the  Hospital. 

10.  The  resolutions  of  one  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  not  be 
rescinded  by  another,  unless  it  be  specialty  summoned  for  that  purpose. 
All  accounts,  except  such  small  sums  as  may  be  comprised  under  the 
item  of  petty  cash,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee,  at  the  monthly 
meetings,  after  having  been  duty  examined  by  the  secretary,  the  resi¬ 
dent  medical-officer,  and  the  house-directors;  and  such  accounts,  if 
approved,  shall  be  paid  by  cheques,  payable  to  order,  signed  in  Com¬ 
mittee  by  the  chairman  and  one  other  member,  or,  in  case  a  Committee 
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cannot  be  formed,  by  two  of  the  house-directors,  and  in  all  cases  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  secretary.  All  the  larger  articles  of  supply,  when  prac¬ 
ticable,  shall  be  furnished  by  contract  made  after  public  tender.  ISfo 
expenditure  for  repairs  of  premises  or  any  machinery  shall  be  incurred, 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Committee  or  house-directors. 

11.  The  Committee  shall  yearly  publish  a  report  of  the  state'of  the 
Hospital. 

12.  Ho  person  being  a  member  of  the  Committee,  shall  furnish  for 
profit  any  goods,  provisions,  or  other  articles,  for  the  use  of  or  on  account 
of  the  Hospital,  or  be  concerned  in  any  contract  for  supplying  the  same, 
or  be  employed  for  hire,  or  wages,  or  profit,  in  any  office  or  employment 
under  the  charity. 

TREASURER. 

1 3.  The  treasurer,  if  present,  shall  take  the  chair  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  in  the  absence  of  the  president  or  vice-presidents.  He 
shall  keep  an  account  at  the  bankers,  and  all  moneys  received  for  the  use 
of  the  Hospital  shall  be  paid  to  such  account;  he  shall  honour  all  cheques 
signed,  as  provided  in  Hule  10;  and  the  signature  of  the  secretary 
shall  be  a  sufficient  warranty  that  the  cheques  purporting  to  be  so 
signed  are  properly  signed,  and  shall  be  an  indemnity  to  the  treasurer 
against  risk. 

AUDITORS. 

14.  Three  gentlemen  shall  be  appointed  annually  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Committee  in  November,  who  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  In¬ 
stitution  for  the  current  year,  and  approve  an  abstract  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  to  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  and  laid  before  the 
annual  general  meeting  in  February. 

MONTHLY  DIRECTORS. 

15.  The  Committee  shall,  at  each  monthly  meeting,  appoint  three 
members  of  their  own  body  as  Directors  of  the  Hospital,  of  whom  two 
shall  be  a  quorum,  and  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Committee.  The  Trustees  and  the  two  senior 
physicians  shall  be  ex  officio  Directors  of  the  Hospital,  in  addition  to  the 
three  members  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly  meeting,  as  provided 
by  this  rule. 

16.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time,  cause  the  beds,  clothes,  and 
apparel  belonging  to  the  Hospital  to  be  examined,  and  shall  report 
thereon,  if  necessary  to  the  Committee.  They  shall  inspect  the  trades¬ 
men’s  bills,  and  take  care  that  the  provisions,  bedding,  clothing,  furni¬ 
ture,  and  every  article  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  be  supplied  on  the 
most  reasonable  terms ;  they  shall  order  in  writing  all  permament  stores. 
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1 7.  They  shall  be  authorised  in  all  respects  to  enforcg  the  observance 
of  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital ;  they  shall  notice  and  report  to  the 
Committee  any  irregularity  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  officers, 
servants,  or  patients  of  the  charity;  and  shall  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Committee,  cause  a  statement  of  the  house  expenditure  to  be  produced 
for  the  preceding  month.  They  shall  appoint  the  porters,  nurses,  and 
other  menial  servants  of  the  Hospital,  and  dismiss  them  for  misconduct. 

PHYSICIANS. 

18.  There  shall  be  two  physicians,  and  two  assistant-physicians, 
who  shall  be  fellows  or  Members  (formerly  called  Licentiates)  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London;  and  also  a  consulting-surgeon, 
who  shall  be  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons. 

19.  The  physicians  and  assistant-physicians  shall  be  elected  by  the 
governors  at  large  ;  and  no  governor  shall  be  qualified  to  vote,  unless  he 
shall  have  become  a  governor  three  months  before  a  vacancy  is  declared. 

20.  One  of  the  physicians  shall  visit  the  Hospital  at  least  once  every 
day,  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  shall  have 
the  power  of  dismissing  any  patient  or  convalescent,  for  refractory 
conduct  or  disobedience  of  orders. 

A  SSISTANT-PHYSICIANS. 

21.  In  case  of  the  illness  or  necessary  absence  of  either  of  the 
physicians,  one  of  the  assistant-physicians  shall  attend  regularly  in  his 
stead.  Such  attendances  are  to  be  reported  to  the  Committee. 

HOSPITAL  PUPILS. 

22.  No  medical  student  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  the  Hospital 
unless  in  company  with  one  of  the  physicians,  and  unless  he  is  regularly 
entered  or  registered  as  a  pupil. 

RESIDENT  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 

23.  The  resident  medical  officer  shall  reside  constantly  at  the 
Hospital,  and  shall  devote  himself  entirely  to  the  duties  of  his  office ; 
and  previously  to  his  election,  he  shall  be  required  to  produce  satisfac¬ 
tory  testimonials  to  the  Committee. 

24.  He  shall  superintend  the  patients  between  the  visits  of  the 
physicians,  and  the  dispensary  shall  be  exclusively  under  his  control. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Committee  and  house-directors,  he  shall  be 
recognised  as  the  head  of  the  establishment. 

25.  Accurate  registers  of  the  patients  admitted,  as  well  as  of  the 
remedies  employed  for  their  recovery,  shall  be  kept — which  registers 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  Hospital ;  he  shall  produce  a  medical  report 
every  month,  to  be  laid  before  the  Committee. 
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26.  When  the  number  of  patients  shall  be  great,  a  medical  assistant 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  House  Directors,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
of  the  Committee,  and  he  shall  receive  such  remuneration  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

HONORARY  SECRETARY. 

27.  There  shall  be  ah  honorary  secretary,  who  shall  also  be  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  and  chosen  annually  with  them.  He  shall 
he  at  liberty  to  attend  all  deputations  to  public  bodies  and  private 
persons.  He  shall  communicate  with  persons  concerning  the  affairs  of 
the  Hospital  during  the  intervals  between  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  and  shall  report  to  the  Committee  at  their  next  meeting  all 
special  or  important  events,  that  shall  have  occurred  within  his  know¬ 
ledge  during  the  month.  He  shall  also  assist  the  treasurer  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties  when  necessary. 

SECRETARY  AND  HOUSE-STEWARD; 

28.  The  duties  of  this  officer  shall  be  to  reside  in  the  Hospital,  if 
required  by  the  Committee,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  house-directors 
to  have  the  management  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Hospital*  under 
the  general  superintendence  of  the  resident  medical  officer.  He  shall 
be  required  to  enter  into  a  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  for  the  due 
and  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  He  shall  also  perform  the 
several  duties  specified  in  the  by-laws. 

MATRON. 

29.  The  duties  of  the  matron  shall  principally  relate  to  the  wards, 
the  kitchen,  and  the  laundry.  She  shall  exercise  a  strict  superinten¬ 
dence  over  the  nurses ;  shall  have  the  charge  of  linen,  bedding,  glass, 
crockery,  and  ordinary  kitchen  and  scullery  stores,  subject  to  the 
general  supervision  of  the  house-steward ;  and  shall  visit  every  ward 
of  the  Hospital  at  least  three  times  in  the  day.  She  shall  also  perform 
the  several  duties  specified  in  the  by-laws. 

Collector. 

30.  The  duties  of  this  officer  shall  he — - 

To  call  on  subscribers  and  collect  all  donations  and  subscriptions  of  the 
Hospital ;  to  give  only  authorized  printed  receipts  for  the  same ;  to 
attend  all  meetings,  when  required  ;  to  keep  correct  lists,  and  duplicate 
lists,  of  all  donations  and  subscriptions,  with  the  residences  of  the  donors 
and  subscribers  made  up  from  day  to  day  ;  to  pay  weekly  all  moneys  he 
may  receive  to  the  bankers ;  to  deliver  weekly  to  the  secretary  reports 
in  writing  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid,  with  the  balance  at  the 
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bankers ;  to  keep  the  accounts  regularly  entered  in  the  collector’s  cash 
book  ;  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  to  each  subscriber;  and  to 
give  such  security,  with  sureties,  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  as  may  be  required. 

NURSES. 

3\.  The  head-nurse  in  each  ward  shall  attend  principally  to  the 
patients ;  and  to  the  keeping  of  the  wards  clean  and  quiet. 

32.  The  under-nurses  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  head- 
nurses,  and  shall  perform  the  more  menial  offices  of  the  Hospital. 

PORTER  AND  ENGINEER. 

33.  The  porter  and  the  engineer  shall  be  employed  as  the  Committee 
or  directors  may  think  proper.  They  shall  not  absent  themselves 
without  the  permission  of  the  house-directors  or  resident  medical  officer. 

TRUSTEES. 

34.  The  legal  estate  in  the  lands,  buildings,  and  premises  of  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  vested  in  three  trustees ;  new  trustees  being  appointed 
when  vacancies  occur,  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  governors. 

35.  All  legacies  of  £100  and  upwards,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
testators,  shall  be  invested  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  in  the  names 
of  the  three  trustees. 

36.  No  variation  in  the  usual  gratuities  and  fixed  salaries  shall  be 
made,  unless  the  Committee  be  specially  summoned  for  the  purpose, 
and  unless  the  proposed  addition,  or  diminution,  be  confirmed  by  a 
subsequent  Committee, 

by-laws. 

37.  The  by-laws  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  the 
Committee  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  subscriber,  and  shall 
contain,  among  other  things,  a  full  specification  oi  the  duties  of  the 
resident  medical  officer,  the  matron,  and  other  officers  of  the  Institution, 
with  the  practices  usually  adopted  for  their  election ;  which  specification 
shall  be  read  over  to  every  individual  before  his  appointment,  and 
referred  to  on  all  occasions  of  doubt,
